Cheney: CIA Probe Is Political 

Former VP says DOJ succumbing to left-wing pressure 


WASHINGTON I Besieged during the Bush 
administration for bending to the White 
House’s wall, the Justice Department is again 
accused of playing politics with cases — this 
time in investigating whether CIA interro- 
gators illegally abused terror suspects. 

The new charges were led Sunday by 
former vice president Dick Cheney, who 
called the preliminary probe ordered last 
week by Attorney General Eric Holder an 


“outrageous political act that will do great 
damage, long term,” 

“I just think it’s an outrageous precedent 
to set, to have this kind of, I think, intensely 
partisan, politicized lookback at the prior 
administration,” Cheney said in an inter- 
view on “Fox News Sunday.” 

Cheney lashed out at Holder for what 
he called a reversal of an earlier pledge by 
President Obama not to pursue criminal 


charges against CIA interrogators who 
sought information from terror suspects 
about threats against the United States. 

Among the interrogation methods 
allowed under the Bush administration was 
waterboarding, which critics call a form of 
torture that has since been banned. 

Cheney said the harsh tactics were used 
to save Americans’ lives in the wake of 
Sept. 11. “Now they get a little heat from the 
left wdng of the Democratic Party and they’re 
reversing course on that,” Cheney said, (ap)

Fire Puts I2K Homes at Risk 


Rescue teams are 
struggling to control 
wildfire outside L.A. 

LOS ANGELES I Wildfire threat- 
ened 12,000 suburban homes and 
rained ash on cars as far away as 
downtown Los Angeles on Sun- 
day, spreading in all directions in 
hot, dry conditions. Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger urged those in the 


fire’s path to listen to authorities 
and get out.

hoods in Glendale, Pasadena and 
Other cities and towns north of Los 
Angeles. Officials said air quality 
in parts of the foothills bordered 
on hazardous. 

At least three homes deep in the 
Angeles National Forest were con- 
firmed destroyed, but firefighters 
were likely to find others. 

Firefighters hoped to keep the 
blaze from spreading up Mount 
Wilson, where many of the region’s 
broadcast and communications 
antennas and a historic obser- 
vatory are located. Flames were 
within two miles of the towers 
Sunday, fire officials said. 

For the third-straight day, 
humidity was very low and tem- 
peratures were expected to be in 
the high 90s.

Parents with missing 
children hope reunion 
in Calif, isn’t the last 

MINNEAPOLIS I Patty Wetterling 
keeps a scrapbook of news clip- 
pings about abducted children 
being reunited with their families 
years later. It’s a source of hope for 
Wetterling, whose son, Jacob, was 
abducted nearly 20 years ago in 
central Minnesota. 

Soon, Wetterling will add 
another child’s story to her book: 
Jaycee Lee Dugard’s. 

“My heart’s smiling,” Wetter- 
ling said of reports that Dugard

had been reunited with her fam- 
ily in California 18 years after she 
was abducted at age 11. “It doesn’t 


happen often enough, but we 
always have hope in our hearts 
that it will.” 

Dugard’s case, and others like 
it, show families whose children 
have been missing for years that 
such reunions are possible. 

More than 58,000 children are 
taken in non-family abductions 
every year in the U.S., according 
to Justice Department estimates. 
Most of those cases are resolved 
within the first 24 hours, but an 
estimated 115 children are victims 
of real kidnapping — in which the 
child is held, taken a long distance, 
killed or kept. 

Wetterling and some other par- 


ents of missing children believe 
their loved ones still could be 
out there, just like Dugard. They 
also know it’s unlikely abducted 
children will seek help, instead 
becoming dependent on their cap- 
tors over time. 

“These kids don’t just come 
forward on their own; they’re 
most often discovered,” said Wet- 
terling of St. Joseph, Minn,, who 
has become a nationally known 
advocate for missing and exploit- 
ed children, “They build a life. 
They’re told lies. They do what 
they need to survive. We need 
to do what we can to find them,”

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Japan Votes for Historic Change

Ruling party suffers 
crushing defeat after 
half-century in power 

TOKYO I Japan’s opposition swept 
to a historic victory in elections 
Sunday, crushing the ruling con- 
servative party that has run the 
country for most of the postwar era 
and assuming the daunting task of 
pulling the economy out of its worst 
slump since World War IL 

Grim-looking Prime Minister 
Taro Aso conceded defeat just a 
couple hours after polls had closed, 
suggesting he would quit as presi- 
dent of the Liberal Democratic 
Party, which has ruled Japan for 
all but 11 months since 1955. 

“The results are very severe,” 
Aso said. “There has been a deep 
dissatisfaction with our party.” 

Unemployment and deflation 
— and an aging, shrinking popu- 


lation — have left families fearful 
of what the future holds. 

Fed up with the LDP, voters 


turned overwhelmingly to the 
opposition Democratic Party of 
Japan, which ran a populist-leaning 


platform with plans for cash hand- 
outs to families with children and 
expanding the social safety net. 

“This is a victory for the peo- 
ple,” said Yukio Hatoyama, leader 
of the Democrats and almost cer- 
tainly Japan’s next prime minis- 
ter. “We want to build a new gov- 
ernment that hears the voices of 
the nation.” 

Hatoyama and his party — an 
eclectic mix of former Liberal Dem- 
ocrats, socialists and progressives — 
face a daunting array of challenges, 
economic and demographic. 

Japan’s economy has been 
hit hard amid the global reces- 
sion and falling demand for its 
exports. The unemployment rate 
has spiked to a record 5.7 percent, 
and younger workers have watched 
the promise of lifetime employ- 
ment fade. Incomes are stagnant, 
and families have cut spending.

Olmert Charged 
With Corruption 

JERUSALEM I Former prime min- 
ister Ehud Olmert was indicted on 
corruption charges Sunday, becom- 
ing the first Israeli premier to go 
on trial and highlighting a series of 
cases that have shaken the public’s 
faith in the political system.

Empty Feeling Remains at Va. Tech

10 years after playing 
in title game, Hokies 
seek to fill trophy case 

HOKIES FOOTBALL | From inside 
the Merryman Athletic Center, 
an empty glass case overlooks Vir- 
ginia Tech’s football facility. The 
intent for the display is made clear 
by a sign inside of it: “This area is 
reserved for the national champi- 
onship trophy,” 

Ten years ago, the Hokies came 
close to filling it. A redshirt fresh- 
man named Michael Vick and a 
ferocious defense led Virginia Tech 
to an undefeated regular season 
and a berth in the Sugar Bowl, 
which decided the BCS champion- 
ship that season, A 46-29 loss to 
Florida State may have denied the 
Hokies the title, but it also estab- 
lished the program as a national 
force and the university as more 
than simply an engineering school 
in the Appalachian Mountains. 

“I’m not shying away from the 
fact that I think Virginia Tech can 
win a national championship,” 
coach Frank Beamer said. 

This season, a talented return- 
ing cast has helped spark hope 
among the Hokies that the cham- 
pionship run can be repeated. 


“I know if you knock on the 
door enough times, hopefully, 
you knock it in one of these days,” 
Beamer said. “And I think that’s 
where we are.” 

Just as consecutive ACC cham- 
pionships have set the stage for 
this season, the 1999 team had 


been preceded by success on the 
national level. The 1995 and 1996 
teams advanced to the Sugar and 
Orange bowls, respectively, and in 
1998 the Hokies crushed Alabama, 
38-7, in the Music City Bowl. 

“In the air, you could sense this 
was going to be an exciting season,” 


said Paul Torgersen, former Vir- 
ginia Tech president. “And then 
each game we got through, there 
was sort of a measure of relief that 
we won another one.”

The impact of that season has 
resonated, attracting more appli- 
cants to the school. It also probably 
aided Virginia Tech’s bid to join the 
Atlantic Coast Conference at the 
start of the 2004 season. And at 
Lane Stadium, the evidence is tan- 
gible: It is replete with luxury suites 
after a series of upgrades, and its 
66,233 seats routinely sell out. 

In 2009, fans hope Virginia 
Tech can reclaim the 10 -year- old 
magic from its initial title run. But 
for now, every time Beamer enters 
the Merryman Center, he walks 
past the Hall of Legends room with 
its trophy-less trophy case. “I don’t 
always go in,” Beamer said, “but I 
think everybody knows it’s there.”

The Comeback Diva 


Whitney Houston, the 
singer who defined a 
generation, returns 
with 1 Look to You’ 

MUSIC I Certain voices stand like 
monuments upon the landscape 
of 20th-century pop, defining 
the architecture of their times, 
sheltering the dreams of mil- 
lions and inspiring the climbing 
careers of countless imitators. 
Whitney Houston owns one of 
those voices. 

When she was at her best, noth- 
ing could match her huge, clean, 
cool mezzo-soprano — not Madon- 
na’s canny chirp, not Bono’s stone 
church wail nor Bruce Spring- 
steen’s ramshackle growl. No, it

was Houston who best embod- 
ied the feminine but gym-toned, 
black-inspired but aspirationally 
post-racial sound of global cross- 
over pop. Like a Trump skyscraper, 
Houston the singer was as show- 
ily dominant as corporate capi- 
talism itself. 

Then, like many a glorious edi- 
fice, Houston’s voice fell into disre- 
pair. Drug addiction and a rocky

marriage to Bobby Brown made 
her a tabloid staple. More tragically 
(for listeners, at least), her excesses 
trashed her instrument, which age 
and normal wear and tear would 
have imperiled anyway. 

“I Look to You,” the singer’s 
comeback after nearly a decade 
of ignominy, is a costly renova- 
tion overseen by her mentor, Clive 
Davis, and enacted by the best 
craftspeople money can buy. It’s 
not unsuccessful: This is a hab- 
itable set of songs. But there’s a 
limit to what Houston can accom- 
plish, and operating within lim- 
its becomes the album’s overrid- 
ing theme. 

This happens beneath the 
music’s surface, which balances 
inspirational balladry with bub- 
blicious club pop, as Houston’s 
music always has done. Houston’s 
songwriters and producers pro- 
vide her with top-notch tools; she 
wields them cautiously and almost 
humbly, never falling because she 
never reaches too high. 

The best giant ballad is the 
Diane Warren-penned, David 
Foster-produced “I Didn’t Know 
My Own Strength,” an exhibition 
of battle scars that’s richer for the 
weary, injury-protecting quality of 
Houston’s vocal. If she does earn 
the Grammy she’s virtually been 
promised for a song from this set, 
it should be for this one. 

Though “I Look to You” doesn’t 
soar like in the old days, it’s fine 
to hear Houston working on her 
own recovery plan, ann powers

OBIT I DJ AM, the celebrity disc 
jockey who publicly acknowledged 
his history of drug addiction, was 
found dead in his apartment Frid- 
day. He was 36. 

Police found a crack pipe and 
prescription pills in the Manhattan 
apartment, said a law enforcement 
official. Paramedics had to break 
down the door before they found 
him, shirtless and wearing sweat- 
pants, in his bed around 5:20 p.m. 
on Friday, the official said. 

Authorities will need to conduct 
toxicology tests, expected to take 
weeks, to determine what killed 
him, a medical examiner’s office 
spokeswoman said Saturday. 


An autopsy Saturday was 
inconclusive, said the spokeswom- 
an, Ellen Borakove. 

DJ AM, whose real name was 
Adam Goldstein, had openly dis- 
cussed past addictions to crack 
cocaine. Ecstasy and other drugs, 
addictions so bad he once tried to 
commit suicide by shooting himself 
in the head — but the gun jammed. 
However, he claimed he had been 
drug-free for years, even swearing 
off cigarettes. 

Goldstein was a DJ for hire 
who performed at Hollywood’s 
most exclusive parties and was 
admired by music aficionados. 
He also was famous for relation- 
ships with reality TV star Nicole 
Richie, the daughter of singer Lio- 
nel Richie, and with actress-singer 
Mandy Moore. 

Goldstein was critically injured 
last September when a Learjet

crashed on takeoff in Columbia, 
S.C. The plane was transporting 
Goldstein and Travis Barker, a 
drummer for the pop punk band 
Blink-182, after a performance; 
the pair had formed the duo

clusive parties and 
was admired by 
music aficionados. 


magazine he was grateful to 
survive. 

“I can’t believe I made it,” he 
said. “I’ve prayed every night for the 
past 10 years.

I was saved 
for a reason. Maybe I’m going to 
help someone else. I don’t ques- 
tion it. All I know is I’m thankful
